Andrew Carnegie, the steel king and , 
philanthropist, died at Lenox, Mass., 
Monday morning afte r an Hines of on­ 
ly three days. 
He leaves his widow 
and one daughter, who was m arried to 
Ensign Roswell Miller of New \ o r k . 
She is 22 y ears old. 
Mr. Carnegie was 
in his 84th year of age when he died. 
A lto g eth er he endowed 300 municipal 
libraries in the United States. He was j 
an active m em ber of num erous phil­ 
osophical, civic and scientific bodies.

His small gifts to col­ 
leges am ounted to some $20,000,000. 
A t th e age af 12 years he cam e with 
his poor p aren ts to this country from 
Scotland. 
F ath er and son found work 
in a cotton factory in Allegheny City, 
Pa. 
The boy earned $1.20 a week, but 
soon was promoted. 
Then he was a 
telegraph operator, 
earning 
$12n a 
month. 
He was 16 years old when his 
fath er died. 
He went into speculation 
and m anufacturing, bought an interest 
in the Pullm an Company for $200 and 
sold it later for $10,000. 
When the Civil W ar broke o u t,at the 
age of 26, he was appointed as director 
of governm ent railways and telegraphs. 
L ater he invested in oil and cleared in 
one year $1,000,000 in cash dividends 
upon a capital of $40,000. 
Iron and 
steel was the real m agnet th at a t­ 
tracted him. 
Iron bridges w ere in fe­ 
nland. He formed the Keystone Bridge 
Works and built a bridge over the Ohio 
River. 
Iron rails had to be given up 
for steel and Carnegie soon became 
the w orld’s leading producer of steel 
and a multi-millionaire himself.
